Drakefield,  Turkey  Day. —  This 
afternoon  the  Scrub  team,  under 
the  guidance  of  Coach  Bragg,  fol- 
lowed in  the  footsteps  of  the 
championship  VVirsity  team  and 
vanauished  the  Normal  school 
bunch  from  Jacksonville.  The 
visitors  came  to  Auburn  an  un- 
defeated team  and  from  all  indi- 
cations were  preparing  to  depart 
as  an  undefeated  bunch.,  but  be- 
fore the  evening  was  over  Capt.

Mr.  White  opened  the  "debate 
with  a  stion-  speech,  lie  showed 
that  it  i-  nothing  but  just  to  ac- 
cord women  the  ballot  and  that  it 
is  expedient.  He  outlined  the 
conditions  existing  in  the  states 
where  women  are  allowed  to  \<>te 
and  from  that  attempted  to  show- 
that  it  would  be  well  for  the  ^til- 
er states  to  give  them  the  right 
to  vote.  He  closed  with  a  SUH> 
mary  of  his  points. 

Mr.  Mooneyham  followed  for 
the  negative  and  as  his  powerful 
arguments  unfolded  themselves 
the  W  ebsterians  began  to  see  vis- 
ions of  a  silver  cup  Ofl  their  so- 
ciety pedestal.     He  showed  that 

women  can  accomplish  more  in 

their  prc-cnt  position   than  with

Mr.  Gibson  sprung  a  sensation  by 
reading  several  personal  letters 
from  the  governor-  of  the  suf- 
frage state-.  These  letter-  con- 
tained assurances  that  the  vote  in 
the  hands  of  women  wa-  a  great 
ix  iwer  for  good.  Mr.  Gibson 
again  went  OVCT  the  point-  that 
his  colleague  had  brought  btll  and 
closed  with  an  eloquent  appeal  for 
woman  suffrage,  citing  instances 
to  show  that  women  are  equal  to 
men  in  every  way. 

Mr.  Wilkinson  closed  the  de- 
bate with  one  ot  the  ablest 
speeches  that  ha-  ever  been  heard 
in  Langdon  Hall  by  a  student  His 
language  wa-  very  plain,  due  to 
the  fact  that  he  was  speaking  ex- 
temporaneous part  of  the  time.  He 
wa-  interrupted  time  after  time 
by  the  cheers  of  the  audience  as 
he  slapped  the  opposition  with 
some  bit  of  well  directed  argu- 
ment or  turned  his  powerful 
irony  Upon  their  points.
